The  United  States  Navy  Yard  is  easily  reached  by  a  Flushing 
Avenue  car  from  the  New  York  end  of  the  Brooklyn 
bridge.

PRODUCE  EXCHANGE — To  the  east  of  Bowling  Green,  cor- 
ner Beaver  Street.     Building  and  land  cost  over  $3,000,000, 

WASHINGTON  BUILDING— 1  Broadway.  Built  by  Cyrus  W. 
Field,  founder  of  Atlantic  Cable.  The  first  real  "sky- 
scraper" built  in  New  York. 

FRAUNCES  TAVERN — Broad  at  corner  of  Pearl  Street,  built 
in  1700,  in  the  "Long  River."  On  the  second  floor  General 
Washington  took  affecting  leave  of  his  army  officers. 
Carefully  restored  by  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution.  Open 
to  the  public — free. 

TRINITY  CHURCH— On  Broadway,  head  of  Wall  Street. 
Stands  this  noted  landmark,  erected  1846.  The  church- 
yard, north  and  south,  contains  many  distinguished  dead. 

STOCK  EXCHANGE — A  million-dollar  building  facing  Broad 
and  Wall  Streets,  the  largest  stock  and  bond  market  in 
the  world.     Admission  by  card  from  a  member. 

CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE— On  Liberty  Street,  a  magnificent 
pile  of  white  marble  in  the  Rcnnaissance  style.  Admis- 
sion by  card  of  a  member. 

WALL  STREET — Took  its  name  from  a  "wall"  erected  in 
1652  as  a  defense.  Now  the  name  stands  for  the  largest 
financial  operations  on  the  continent.  City  Hall  originally 
here;  also  courts.  First  Congress  of  the  United  States 
assembled  in  a  building  on  the  site  of  the  present  Sub- 
Treasury.  Here,  in  17S9,  Washington  was  inaugurated 
first  President  of  the  United  States. 
Sub-Treasury — Wall.. corner  Nassau  Street,  site  of  Old  Dutch 
City  Hall.  More  money  stored  here  than  anywhere  else 
in  the  country,  except  Washington.  Open  to  visitors

SINGER  TOWER — Broadway  and  Liberty  Street,  612  feet 
high,  47  stories;    900  offices;    housing  5,000  people. 

WOOLWORTH  BUILDING— Broadway,  Barclay  Street  and 
Park  Place;    highest  building  in  the  World,  780  feet. 

HUDSON  TERMINAL  BUILDING— Cburch  Street.  4,000  of- 
fices, capacity  10,000  tenants.  The  Arcade  is  a  great 
glass-enclosed  passageway   with  shops  and  booths. 
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ST.  PAUL'S  CHAPEL  and  historic  churchyard,  Broadway  and 
Veaey  Street,  a  chapel  of  Trinity,  liuilt  in  17«4,  contains 
many  colonial  relics  besides  the  pew  George  Washington, 
the  lirst  President,  occupied. 

CITY  BALL — Facing  City  Hall  Park.  Built  of  white  marble.

Fourth  avenue  to 
Broadway,  contains  interesting  statues;  Presidents  Wash- 
ington and  Lincoln,  and  a  life-size  figure  of  Lafayette. 
APPELLATE  COURT  BOUSE — East  side  .Madison  Square, 
at  Madison  Avenue  and  25th  Street  interior  has  rich 
marbles  and  rare  mural  paintings. 
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MADISON  SQUARE — At  intersection  of 
Broadway  and  Fifth  Avenue.  Facing: 
the  Square  on  the  west  is  the  Fifth 
Avenue  Building.  On  the  north  the 
great  Madison  Square  Garden,  on  the 
east  Manhattan  Club,  Appellate  Court, 
Madison  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church 
and  Metropolitan  Building;  on  the 
south  the  American  Art  Galleries  and 
t         J^lll'H  t*ie    world-famed    Flatiron  Building.

Two  tunnels  under  Hudson  River, 
four  under  East  River. 

I'OST  OFFICE — Eighth  Avenue,  31st  to  33rd  Sts.,  over  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  tracks.  Largest  Post  Office  in 
the  United  States,  and  one  of  the  most  interesting  build- 
ings architecturally.     Cost  over  Six  Million. 

TIMES  SQUARE — The  most  unique  square  in  all  New  York.
